TOT K INDEROARTEN CHILD- 
AKTF.R THE KINDER- 
GARTEN. 

(From a Mother's Standpoint.) 
In the first place let me say that 
I Hm not a kindergartener and 
never have been; neither have I 
any relatives or near friends who 
are kindergarteners. But I have 
been privileged to send three of my 
children to a thoroughly good kin- 
dergarten, and have been so much 
helped and Inspired In my own 
work by kindergarten thought and 
literature that I feci impelled to 
make some answer to the article 
"The Kindergarten Child" 
which appeared in one of our lead- 1 
lng magazines some time ago. The 
kindergarteners and many leading 
teachers have ably defended the in- 
stitution, but as far as I know the 
mothers have not been heard from. 

The article In question made very 
Interesting rending, but many of 
the statements nre misleading and 
calculated to do great harm to the 
kindergarten cause. 

( Yrtainly all kindergarten chil- 
dren are not like "Freddie" and 
"Agnes;" and if they are typical 
of those whom Miss Carter saw 
during two years she must, have 
been peculiarly unfortunate In her 
experience. Not only must the 
children have come from a kinder- 
garten inefficiently managed, but 
tiny must all have been well 
■polled nt home. 

It would take a marvelously bad 
kindergarten to make nil the chil- 
dren so self-conscious, so self-satis- 



thesc occupations, which are nat- 
ural to the child because he de- 
lights to imitate his elders in their 
occupations, and gives to them an 
order and purpose, helping him 
thus to use his natural Instincts 
and abilities in an orderly and 
progressive manner. Kindergar- 
teners do not claim that the kinder- 
garten occupations, of whatever 
nature, are the only divinely ap- 
pointed means by which children I 
may learn neatness, order, ac- 
curacy, etc. Nor are kindergarten- 
ers the only ones who believe that 
these desirable qualities may he in- 
directly inculcated. These same 
qualities of neatness, accuracy. In- 
dustry and helpfulness are equally 
desirable In all departments of 
labor; and the child who. through 
paper folding or any other means, 
has learned to value these quail- 
ties will be not only a better indi- 
vidual but a better cook or stenog- 
rapher. 

I am glad to be able to say that 
1 have found the kindergarten a 
help In secu/Ing obedience to a 
sense of duty and in developing 
the po»er of self-help. I have 
never expected to make a business 
of entertaining my children, and I 
linve found that the kindergarten 
made them less independent.

The site chosen is on high ground 
near Elmwood avenue, overlooking 
the North Bay of the lake in Dela- 
ware Park, and near the principal 
entrance to the Exposition grounds 
by street cars.
